WHEN SENIORS WORK 

Whether they need extra money 
to supplement diminished retire- 
ment savings or just get bored stay- 
ing home, more and more senior 
citizens are in the job market today. 

Earhings limits are somewhat 
‘more complicated than they used to 
be. For those people who are 
receiving Social Security and turn 
sixty-two this year, the limit is 
$11,520. Over that, every $2 earned 
costs $1 in reduced benefits, Those 
folks who turn sixty-five and two 
months old this year can earn 
$30,720 until they reach that age, 
losing $1 for every $3 earned over 
the limit. After that milestone there 
is no cap to what they can earn 
without affecting Social Security 
benefits. 

The normal retirement age is 

going up again; those who tum 
sixty-two this year must wait until 
they are sixty-five and eight months 
to get full benefits.

Chuck manages to take the 
time from his busy work sched- 
ule to help out. He teaches 
classes from the entire seventh 
grade of Wilmington, almost 
400 students, one day per week. 
In Wilmington, the seventh 
grade is divided into three 
“houses,” each with its own sci- 
ence teacher. Chuck teaches the 
same lesson to a different 
“house” every week for three 
weeks then starts a new lesson. 
Each day usually begins with a 
one hour setup prior to the first 
class, followed by five, 50 
minute classes. 

In addition to his Re-Seed 
teaching activities, Chuck has 
presented “Electronics Fairs” 
at both Wilmington and 
Burlington high schools -and 
this year, at the Wilmington 
middle school. 

Below are some excerpts from 
my interview with Chuck: 

Q. What got you started in the 
Re-Seed program? 

A. Many kids are bored with 
school. Of course, this is noth- 
ing new, but we no longer have 
a “hands on” kind of learning. 
Shop type courses are no longer 
available, except at the voca- 
tion tech schools. Learning and 
education should be fun, rather 
than just a lot of memorization. 
We do have Technical 
Education (Tech Ed) mandated 
in the middle schools, but 
unfortunately this subject is 
often nottaught in a hands-on

way. bes 

As for electronics training, 
the Mass Board of Education 
has decreed that any student 
who wants to take electronics 
must take it as a shop course at 
their regional vocational tech 
school. By grade nine, kids 
must decide whether to attend 
the tech school or go to their 
own town’s high school. But, if 
kids decide that they want to 
learn electronics and go to the 
vocational school, they are less 
likely to receive the high level 
physics and math they need to 
be successful in college. On the 
other hand, if students go to 
their high school, they may get 
a solid background in physics 
and math but no exposure to 
electronics. This ,“electronics 
loophole” is most likely the rea- 
son that we see very few stu- 
dents majoring in electronics 
engineering anymore. As a 
result, many of the new hires at 
local electronics companies are 
foreign students. 

Q. What is your approach to 
teaching the Re-Seed classes? 

A. I want to teach kids how 
things really work. Real sci- 
ence vs fluff science. Science is 
our attempt to understand the 
workings of nature. I want kids 
to be able to pick something up 
and play with it. I try to use 
real life examples when teach- 
ing. For example, Galileo dis- 
covered “Galileo’s Law” where 
all objects, regardless of mass, 
“fall free” toward the center of 
the Earth at 9.8 meters per sec- 
ond, by doing numerous exper- 
iments - dropping objects off 
the leaning tower of Pizza.

Before Galileo, everyone had 
accepted the Greek philoso- 
pher’s untested gravitational 
theories without question. 

I use examples of Rocket ships 
or baseballs traveling in space, 
when teaching Newton’s Laws. 
During my Wave Theory lesson, 
I show them how positive feed- 
back, using a microphone, an 
amplifier and a speaker creates 
a sinewave oscillation essential- 
ly out of nothing (just noise). 
Other subjects I teach in Re- 
Seed classes include: density, 
simple machines (levers, 
inclined planes, pulleys, the 
wheel, mechanical advantage, 
ete.), Earth as a Planet, navi- 
gation, astronomy, heat, pres- 
sure, electricity and magnet- 
ism. 

Q. Can you describe your 
observations of any differences 
between the boys and the girls 
as students? 

A. As a general rule, the girls 
at this age are more mature 
and they are better students but 
the boys are more enthusiastic. 
So, the girls will learn the les- 
son better but may not have as 
much fun. For example: when I 
had them hook up series/paral- 
lel circuits, the girls methodi- 
cally followed by instructions, 
wired their circuits, and wrote 
down their results. The boys (in 
general) ignored the lesson and 
just wanted to play with the 
batteries, bulbs and wires. Then 
they started hooking up motors 


and connecting them to other 


motors with rubber bands (to 
make generators). They didn’t 
want to leave when the class 
was over. 

Q. How do you present the 
material for the Electronic 
Fairs? 

A. This year, on February 7 we 
presented an all-day 
Electronics Fair to students at 
the Wilmington Middle School, 
using a large number of inter- 
esting hands on activities. 
These consisted of a soldering 
table, a series/parallel circuit 
wiring table, a waveform 
audio/video table, a bunch of 
radios (short wave/Ham/air- 
craft etc.) and a drilling hand 
tool use table. We also had a 
miscellaneous table with a de- 
lidded IC under a microscope, a 
display of various electronics 
components and a Morse code 
buzzer set up with two keys, so 
kids could send messages 
between them. Bob Libert, one 
of our volunteers, had his own 
multi-demo table, featuring a

After watching the meeting of 
he Wilmington selectmen on 
May 12, I am compelled to 
write to you for the first time.

Every two weeks, “Mickey” 
Rooney is there

WILMINGTON - Every two 
weeks, a healthy and vigorous 
Charles “Mickey” Rooney, of 
Wilmington, drives into Boston 
to the Dana Farber Institute to 
donate platelets to cancer 
patients, 

The bi-weekly jaunt has 
become routine for Rooney for 
the “past six to seven years,” 
since he became involved with 
it after his mother passed away 
from brain cancer. 

Spurred by his mother’s battle 
with cancer and his participa- 
tion in the Pan-Massachusetts 
Challenge Annual Bike Ride, 
Rooney, who has already sur- 
passed the 100-plus donations 
mark, soon became involved 
with platelet donations to help 
out the cancer patients at the 
Dana Farber Institute in 
Boston. 

“I didn’t even know what a 
platelet was,” says Rooney of 
his then-unfamiliarity on the 
subject. 

According to a website called 
“Donating Platelets,” located at 
www.cpug.com, “platelets are 
special cells found in your blood 
that are required to make blood 
clot. Patients with bleeding dis- 
orders, cancer, blood disorders, 
and others who are undergoing 
Special treatments need large 
quantities of platelets as part of 
their therapy.” 

‘The requirements for platelet 
donors follow specific guide- 
lines that are a necessity to the 


health of the receiving patient. 
Minor health problems such as 
the flu would be enough to post- 
pone a donation in order to 
ensure the utmost quality of 
health of a cancer patient. 

Even common pain relievers 
such as aspirin cannot be in the 
system three days prior to the 
donation. 

“It really makes you conscious 
of your own health,” says 
Rooney. 

In order to qualify as a donor, 
seven years ago Rooney had to 
complete a phone interview 
with Dana Farber to ensure his 
past health records and was 
then put through a mini-physi- 
cal to check for any health- 
related problems that could 
dramatically affect a patient 
with cancer. 

Once Rooney passed the 
exams with flying colors, he 
then began what came to be his 
routine donation process. 

“There are 12 to 14 beds in the 
donor room. You lie down on a 
bed and they hook you up to a 
machine,” says Rooney, “Then 
they insert a needle in both of 
your arms. One needle extracts 
the platelets from your blood 
and the other needle returns 
the blood into the other arm.” 

Rooney says that the average 
healthy human body can 
replace platelets in about 48 
hours. 

While in the donation room, 
donors have the luxury of a 
nice cold drink, their own tele- 


vision and a movie to watch 
during the 90-minute process. 

In the room next door, 
patients are waiting for their 
platelet transfusions to be 
scanned for any diseases and 
then given to them intravenous- 
ly. 

“Sometimes a patient will 
come into the donor room and 
thank us for what could be a 
lifesaving occasion,” says 
Rooney. 

In addition to the self-gratify- 
ing sensation of helping others, 
donors are also treated to the 
“Annual Donor Recognition 
Brunch,” sponsored by the 
Kraft Family Blood Donor 
Center. 

Yes, Bob Kraft, the owner of 
the New England Patriots, and 
many of the players attend the 
brunch to honor the platelet, 
stem cell and bone marrow 
donors who donate 100-plus 
times a year. 

This year, the event was held 
on April 6 and was attended by 
Rooney, who has gained life- 
time achievement by donating 
115 times through 2002. Also 
present was Mary A. Cosgrove, 
of Tewksbury, who made over 
150 donations in 2002. 

*During the brunch, a cancer 
survivor talks about how much 
they appreciate the help of the 
donors,” says Rooney, “It really 
makes you realize just how 
much you've helped out.”

“I loved it in high school,” 
Townsend said. “If I could go 
back I would. 1 loved playing 
for my Dad and for Mr. Lyman. 
They were both great coaches 
and I learned so much from 
them.” 

Catherine continues to learn 
from her father today, even as 
she passes on her knowledge to 
others. Catherine knows a lot 
about the game, but listening to 
her father tells her there is still 
much to be learned. 

“J can go to (my Dad) and ask 
him how he would coach in cer- 
tain situations,” Townsend said. 
“He knows the game pretty 
well, and has taught me a lot of 
things that I can teach kids.” 

The only hard part for 
‘Townsend might be the fact 
that she cannot suit up on game 
day with her players. She will 
throw with the players in prac- 


- tice atid participate in drills but 


on game days she is on the 
bench, where she misses being 
part of the action. 

“I do miss playing,” Townsend 
said. “At practices I get 
involved just to stay in it, but it 
is different than a game.” 

It’s the practices and the 
games where Townsend will 
undoubtedly continue to learn 
and that will certainly help her 
to get better and better as a 
coach, Then it won't be too 
much longer down the line 
when she joins O’Connell-Kelly 
and Harris of former WHS 
standout softball players who 
are turning around other pro- 
grams just like they did during 
their Wildcat playing days.

* It would be hard to say that 
the Shawsheen Tech softball 
team is peaking as they head 
toward the end of the regular 
,;Season and into the post sea- 
son, given how consistently 
well they have played all season 
long. 

But after another week of 
rolling through their competi- 
tion, including a 12-0 win over 
Whittier on Monday afternoon, 
it certainly appears that the 
Lady Rams are playing about 
as well as could be expected as 
they play their final week of the 
regular season before the voca- 
tional tournament and Division 
3 state tournament begins in 
the coming weeks. 

After three more wins this 
past week, the Lady Rams 
record stands at 142 overall, 
and they remain undefeated in 
the Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference.

The 1-0 win by the Rams came 
on the heels of a 1-0 loss to 
Wilmington the week before 
and Buckley said that playing 
in such competitive games can 
only help her team as they pre- 
pare for tournament play. 

“We won one and we lost one, 
but the girls understand that 
they played some hard innings 
under a lot of pressure,” 
Buckley said. “They have 
shown that whatever goes 
wrong they are ready to come 
back. They are always cheer- 
ing for each other and support- 
ing each other. It makes all the 
difference in games like that.” 

The Lady Rams will finish 
their regular season with four 
games this week, including a 
home game against Division 2 
Amesbury on Friday and the 
season finale against at Savio 
Prep on Saturday. 

As great as the Lady Rams 
have been they have not 
clinched anything beyond a 
state tournament berth to this 
point. Tyngsboro has only one 
loss in the CAC and are hot on 
Shawsheen’s tail, as the Lady 
Rams must play two more 
league games. Shawsheen is 
also competing for the right to 
participate in and possibly host 
the State Vocational 
‘Tournament, which will: get 
under. way on. Memorial Day. at 
the site of the top vocational 
school. 

Buckley says her team under- 
stands there is still work to be 
done, but with the way they 
have been performing on their 
all around game, she is confi- 
dent they will get the job done. 

“We know we have to keep 
playing well,” Buckley said. 
“The hitting is coming around, 
and defensively we are playing 
well. We are moving as a squad 
together, and backing each 
other up.

When the state tournament 
begins later next week, there 
will likely be some very tense 
and exciting games for the 
Shawsheen Tech baseball team, 
as well as the other teams in 
the tournament.

Conference title. Last year the 
Rams were co-champions of the 
Small School Division, while 
this year they are competing in 
the Large School Division.

Originally the home was 
built sometime in the late 
1800's and Peter has receipts 
for the original mantels dating 
to 1885. The original owner was 
S. Franksford Trull. 

Mr. Trull was an executive 
with a Boston insurance com- 
pany and it remained in his 
hands until 1913 when it was 
sold to a Louise A. Cummings. 

In 1921 the home transferred 
to Woburn Times founder 
James D, Haggerty his wife, 
Mae and their 11 children. They 
remained owner of the home 
until 1965 when Dr. Lennon, a 
dentist, purchased it and 
moved in with his family of 5 
sons. 

Dr. Lennon made a number 
of changes in order to accom- 
modate his dental business but 
was extremely careful to not 
impact the old millwork of 
white oak. 

Son Peter has chosen to 
bring back the look for his 
insurance office and has spent 
well over a year restoring, 
replacing, repairing and 
matching in detail the beautiful 
woodwork and moldings, as 
well as the windows, porches, 
railings, shingles and whatever 
else needed to be done, 

In order to do this Peter had 
to spend endless hours of 
research and telephone calls to 
master craftsmen to match this 
piece of molding or that piece 
of stained glass. Everything 
has to be done first class. 

And first class is hard work 
and lots of money, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars has 
already gone into the project. 
He has had three finish carpen- 
ters working for 18 months on 
the project and they have at 
least six months more to go. 

Along the way Peter has 
designed and changed the top 
two floors of the home to 
become his residence. A bache- 
lor, Peter at 38 has totally 
redone what was once the bed- 
room, bath and storage areas 
of the home. 

He started by removing two 
bedrooms and in their place 
built a gorgeous kitchen area 
with the most modern of appli- 
ances and tasteful cabinets and 
granite countertops. 

A massive oak foyer looks 
out through a palladium win- 
dow to the front yard. He has 
retained one large bedroom as 
his master bedroom and a sec- 
ond bedroom is going to 
become the family room. 

While doing this he has

included the latest in technolo- 
gy for telephones, computers, 
video, tv and sound including a 
house wide Bose sound system. 

Peter toured the home 
receritly with three generations 
of Haggerty’s, including former 
Woburn Times publisher Paul 
Haggerty and his wife, Ruth. 
Paul is now 86 and grew up in 
the home in the 1920’s and 30's 
and related many stories about 
his older brother Jim and their 
nine sisters. 

Other Haggerty’s on the 
tour included grand children 
James D., Ill, present editor of 
the Daily Times Chronicle and 
this writer, who is currently the 
General Manager of the Daily 
Times Chronicle as well as 
third generation member Rich 
Haggerty who joined the DTC 
staff on a full time basis one 
year ago in the Reading office. 

Originally there was only 
one bedroom on the third floor 
but Peter has totally 
redesigned it and made several 
more rooms as well as a gor- 
geous modern bathroom. 

As if not impressed enough, 
the tour moved to the basement 
area which is probably where 
the most difficult and costly 
work has been done. 

Peter started by knocking 
through the foundation on the 
northerly side for an entrance 
where future tenant, Tasher 
Studios will occupy space. 

Chris Tasher and his photog- 
raphy studio are presently on 
the first floor of the home but 
will move downstairs when the 
work is completed. 

In order to accommodate 
the studio, Peter had to com- 
pletely change the foundation 
supports which were originally 
made of red brick. He also had 
to lower the entire cellar floor 
by excavating yards of cement 
to allow enough ceiling height. 

At the rear of the cellar is 
the“control central”, where the 
home looks like something out 
of the NASA space center. 
There are wires and pipes, 
cables and phonelines, gigantic 
hot water heater, a special boil- 
er imported from Germany and 
so much more. One hundred 
telephone lines have been 
brought in as well as state of 
the art T1 cables that run to 
every room in the house. A 
gigantic 400 amp electric ser- 
vice powers all this might. 

Some of the more impres- 
sive work has been accom- 
plished on the exterior of the 
home and this is where Peter 
began this monstrous project. 

First the old shrubs in the 
front of the house were 
removed and as expected the

100 plus year old front porch 
was in total decay and had-to 
be replaced. 

The gigantic porch, it was 
decided, should be made of the 
finest of mahogany and Peter 
found a mill that replicated the 
ballisters of the old porch in 
front as well as upstairs. 

He also replaced all the old 
walkways, with gorgeous brick 
and electrified them for snow 
and ice in the winter: Grill 
work was matched totally 
again and is pretty much in 
place, 

The splendid entry way to 
the main house is being com- 
pletely refurbished and 
replaced as has the palladium 
window that adorns the second 
floor balcony. There is still 
much work to be done on the 
second floor balcony but the 
parts are all ready for carpen- 
ters to install. 

Where ever possible Lennon 
has retained the original homes 
delicate work and where he 
had to replace he duplicated to 
the most minute detail. 

He is especially proud of the 
china closet in the main dining 
room which now serves as his 
office. It had been enclosed for 
over 30 years for the dental 
office and it now can be seen 
restored in all its oaken beauty. 

As one craftsman said to 
Peter, “You wouldn’t want to 
know what it would cost to 
build that at today’s prices.” 

On a drive by the work in 
progress can be seen in many 
areas. All the “A” dormers on 
the front and side of the home 
are being repainted and win- 
dows replaced as needed. All 
replaced windows are made as 
exact replicas of those in the 
original house. 

Outside shingles are also 
being replaced as needed. The 
decision was also made to keep 
all shingles at four inch 
exposed, instead of the seven 
inch, which would have been 
much cheaper to do. 

This is truly an incredible 
project that Peter Lennon has 
seized with a passion and a 
caring for one of the grand 
dames of homes in this area. 

One hundred years from 
now chances are it will be as 
beautiful as today and stand as 


; a testament to the care and 


dedication that Peter Lennon 
brought to its resurrection. 
Well done Peter!
